Senator Smith, hi the course of his speech on 


the Nebraska Bill, thus exposed the sophistry 
of Douglas's argument : 


"He would undertake, now, to demonstrate 


that tbe New Mexico and Utah acta did not give 
the people of those Territories full power and 
control over tbe regulation of their domestic 
institutions. If those acts did not, the Senator 
would not ask it for this one. The Utah and 
New Mexico act* gave to the Governors a veto 
on the legislation of tbe Territory. It gave 
Congress a vjrto on the acts of the Governor 
and Legislature. Who were the Governors and 
Judges / They were tho creatures of the Ad- 
tmuietration for the time buing. But to exam- 
ine the question more particularly, the Senator 
has declared that by the acts of '50 the people 
of Utah had been given full power to regulate 
all their domestic institutions and relations in 
their own way, uncontrolled except by the Con- 
stitution of the United States. He could not 
sav that polygamy was prohibited by the Con- 
stitution, in oxpress terms. [Laughter.] Would 
the Senator from Illinois venture to toll the 
Christian people of the United States that Con- 
gress had given bv the Compromise of '50, the 
full power to establish polygamy f or that it had 
giveii Urighain Young a power of attorney to 
have forty wives for himself and a propor- 
tionate number for the rest of his crew 1— 
[Laughter] If the Senator (Mr. Douglas) was 
correct, the people of Utah had full power to 
regulate their domestic institutions, then was 
not this establishment of polygamy under the 
kind aupicvB of the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Territories T The Senator was not alone 
in hie ideas. It appeared that in a counsel of 
war held on the bill by its friends, it had been 
solemnly decided, upon due consideration that 
the acts of '50 gave the Utahpeople full power 
to regulate their domestic institutions, that 
Brigham Young and all bis crew may practice 
polygamy and have as many wives as they 
Cleaned. It was to be Loped the President of 
the Senate was not in that council. [Loud 
laughter.] He intended to expose this busi- 
ness of polygamy and explain its modus oper- 
andi. [Loud and long continued laughter.] 
What he meant was that he intended to ex- 
plain how it was that Brigham Young and his 
crew practised polygamy. [ Renewed laughter.] 
" Suppose the Legislature of Utah should, 


among their legislative acts, send to Congress 
a bill formally establishing polygamy and giv- 
ing Brigham Young forty and all others fifteen 
wives, would the Senator from Illinois suffer it 
to bo approved in silence T Would he not rath- 
er pick it np*with npnir of tonga and thrust it 
out of the window T If he did thin, and it would 
be nothing more than could be expected by the 
Christian and moral sense of the Union, wonld 
not the Senator be violating that principle of 
self-government and Congressional non-inter- 
vention in the domestic institutions of the ter- 
ritories? Well, suppose that polygamy is thus 
established, and they go on increasing — yes, in- 
creasing, multiplying and replenising the earth 
most rapidly, as they can and will do with po- 
lygamy, [laughter] and they apply for admis- 
sion into the Union, are they to be admitted t 
If they do not provide for polygamy in their 
Constitution it may form part of their common 
law, and ore they to be admitted with this "do- 
mestic institution." regulated by themselves 
as the Senator says they Iwe the power to do 7 
The Sonutor oannot deny them without denying 
ms own position; and now the peoplo of the 
United States are to be told that the establish- 
ment of polygamy and the exclusive right over 
the subject hue been put into the hands of Brig- 
ham Young and his crew, and they are to be 
admitted into the Union without objection be- 
cause of some hidden, unknown principle con- 
tained in the compromise of 1860, and never 
heard of nntil discovered by the Senator from 
Illinois. If admitted, and the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives oame here, were they to be allow- 
ed to bring their forty wives each with them f 
[Laughter.] The Senator would not prevent a 
man having his wives with him, certainly.— 
[Laughter.] If they brought them here he 
would, above ail other things, like to sue the 
Senator from Illinois in one corner of an omni- 
bus and Brlgham Young's forty wives in the 
other. When Brigham came here as a Senator, 
with Snooks, MR colleague, each with his forty 
wives, would the Senator from Texas, who was 
so gallantly disposed towards ladies, more to 
admit them to the floor of the Senate, to hear 
the Senator's speeches ? [Laughter.] Wonld 
not this lead to a change in the system of com- 
pensation and mileage T 


He had long experienced that the present pay 
and mileage of Senators, who had but limited 
families; was altogether inadequate, and that 
some just and equitable discrimination should 
be made between them and those who experi- 
enced profound solitude ; but if this were the 
case under present circumstances, what ought 
not to be done in behalf of those who had ei-

whether the Compromise of 1820 shall be re- 
pealed. Let us come up and vote on this ques- 
tion, and express our views. I am opposed to 
the substitute. 1 hope it will not pass, and that 
the original resolutions may pass. 


Mr. Horn: 1 ditl not get up to make a speech. 


The Territory of the General Government bc- 
longn equally to the people of the North aud 
the South, to take their property, and even 
their slaves, ia them. I can not see what right 
we liave to restrict Slavery, and our Southern 
friends, from thw Territory. It may be neces- 
sary to go above or below thia line uf 36 deg. 
:W) min., in order to organize. If so, why not 
lonvfl it so it can be organized ? I have not the 
bill—I tuko it from the papers, but let us re- 
peal thu Compromise of 18iiO, ttnd leave it open. 
Then, when it is organized, Free Men can go 
into Territory north of 36 deg. 30 min., and 
men of the South can go Into Territory south 
of that line. Free men can go into their terri- 
tory if it is left open. They will go in there.— 
Yankee* will go in there. Free men are ten 
times an energetic as the Southern men. Let 
it be- left, then, until the Territory asks to bo 
admitted. 


I tim againnt agitation nn this subject. It will 


do no good. I do not believe in tying the bunds 
of our Senators and Representatives iu Cou- 
grfKS.
